Professors Brings Grief 


to Submarines 


Almost every American destroyer, 


transport, and submarine chaser is 
now equipped with a submarine de- 
tecting- device invented by profes- 
sors at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. ' German aubmarir.es, in more 
than one instance, have come to 
grief and American transports have 
been saved from the outlaw torpedo 
by this Wisconsin device. 


Utmost secrecy has guarded the 


invention during the past 15 months 
and even now nothing of its mech- 
anism or basic idea has been made 
public, for obvious reasons. 


The inventors- are Prof. Max Ma- 


son, E. M. Terry, and J. R. Koe- 
buck, of the physics department of 
-he university. They went to work 
on it in the spring of 1917 when the 
government called for ideas to com- 
bat the submarine. After success- 
"ul trials in Lake Mendota, at uni- 
•ersity expense, they took it to the 
laval" experiment station at New 
Condon, Conn., where all- inventions 
'or the navy are tried out. It was 
,o successful that a large group of 
-nen, including several from the uni- 
•ersity, were put to work making 
:;nd installing the device on govern- 
ment vessels. Although other de- 
.•ices are being triod, the Wiscon- 
sin detector is still considered the 
•est. 
Professors Mason and 
Roebuck 


nave devoted their entire time to 
,he invention, working both in this 
:ountry and in Europe. 
Professor 


Terry has assisted them during va 
:ation periods, returning to the uni. 
v-ersity to train wireless operators 
and other technical workers during 
term time.
